DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] this invention relates to the pasteboard for albums of a photograph. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] An old usual board being used, and a photograph only being sized merely as a base version of a 
photo album, at it, or it being stopped by the corner member, and two or more of the sheets being spelled, and being saved as 
an album was performed. 

[0003] By the way, what stuck the transparent sheet so that the pocket for time and time containing a photograph on the front 
reverse side of the base version beforehand from such a thing might be formed for preparing an album as mentioned above 
comes [ it is used as pasteboard and ] and is long. 

[0004] Thus, although arrangement receipt of a photograph can be performed now quickly simpler by using a transparent 
sheet, in many cases since it was fixed, with some size of a photograph, the size of the above-mentioned pocket cannot be 
contained, and was too large and also had the inconvenient field. Since the oblong or longwise photograph with the length of 
one side quite huger than the length of the other sides by which a common name is carried out to a panorama seal came to 
appear on the market especially recently, what can correspond also to such a thing has come to be demanded. 
[0005] Then, what the pasteboard for albums of a transparent sheet attachment method which can double with the size of 
many photographs and can correspond flexibly comes to be developed, for example, is shown in drawing 6 is already 
marketed. This pasteboard for albums 1 is joined to the base version 2 under Kaminaka in the attachment section 4 by which 
the transparent sheet 3 of three sheets was formed in the left brink section, the lower-right corner, and the central lower part 
which are shown by sketch. Thus, the lengthwise width of face of three steps of pocket section P is set as the different length 
under Kaminaka formed in the front face of the base version 2, respectively. And the contact fraction 5 of an up-and-down 
transparent sheet is doubled as [ lap / a little / the upper-limb section of the lower transparent sheet 3 / with the margo- inferior 
section of the upper transparent sheet 3 ]. 

[0006] Therefore, it is possible to carry out the juxtaposition of the two sheets for a usual photograph, as the upper-right pars 
marginalis of the transparent sheet 3 of each above-mentioned card row is turned over, and the photograph of the so-called 
panorama seal can also be contained oblong. 

[0007] Furthermore, if the photograph (printing paper S) of a panorama seal is inserted from pocket section P of the best card 
row, the above-mentioned printing paper S wilt be in the status that passed the opening section 6 formed between the 
attachment section 4 of the lower corner of pocket section P, and the attachment section 4 of the central lower part, and three 
steps of transparent sheets 3 were penetrated, and can be contained also to lengthwise. In this case, since it is made as [ lap / a 
little / the upper-limb section of the lower transparent sheet 3 / as mentioned above / with the margo-inferior section of the 
upper transparent sheet 3 ], a printing paper S lower nose of cam does not this ** to the surface of the downward transparent 
sheet 3 in this contact fraction 5, and it can push in smoothly.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, if it is in the conventional pasteboard for albums 1 illustrated to the 
above-mentioned view 6 , in order to have to stick three steps of transparent sheets 3 on the base version 2 under Kaminaka, a 
manufacturing process becomes complicated first and it is disadvantageous from the field of a production cost. Moreover, the 
polymerization fraction of the transparent sheet 3 appears in band-like as change of a color tone on printing paper S, and the 
contact fraction 5 of the up-and-down transparent sheet 3 will be in the very unsightly status, when transparency of the light of 
the fraction is spoiled and printing paper S of a panorama seal is perpendicularly inserted in pocket section P, since sheets 
overlap. Furthermore, since it was not joined to the base version 2 at all, the upper-right corner of the transparent sheet 3 
changed into the status that it was turned over in process of handling, in many cases as [ illustrated / to this drawing ]. 
[0009] the pasteboard for albums of this invention is made in order to solve the above troubles, it can correspond to the 
printing paper of various sizes containing a panorama seal usually used with the commercial base, and is in every direction 
about the thing of a panorama seal it can contain in any orientation and aims at offering the pasteboard with which the 
superposition fraction of a transparent sheet does not exist further [ many ]
